I benefited great- 
hr from the superb libran resources at Dumbarton Oaks and from discusskms with manv scholars 
whom I met there However. I would never have been able to complete my work without the help and 
encouragement of Professor Alexander Kazhdan.

It ib only recenüy that the Byzantine cit\ was establtshed as a central theme in Bvzantmc history. 
Over recent decades, in the context of an increasing intercst in Late Anuquity. the studv of late antique 
cit) has be come a central concern, the volunte and quality of works on the subjects mulüptymg raptd- 
ly.' In the words of W. Brandes “a flood oLliterature w hich one can scarcely read. let alone máster" has 
been produced on early Byzantine citie^. LA v ariety of subjects and numerous archaeological sites ha ve 
been investigated in constan th increasing publications. Oíd questions have been artice red. while others 
still await an answer. We now have studies on specific histórica] issues and archaeological sites, and 
some major synthetic works. besides. The following pages are not intended lo offer a survey of bibbog- 
raphv on the Byzantine cities, however, but to examine the major approaches to the subject and current 
scholarh debate. Emphasis will be placed on works that are relevant to the present studv It should 
also be stressed that the study of the early Byzantine city, in particular, the city in the stxth century 
cannot be detached from the urban changes of the seventh and eighth centuries. beca use many of these 
changes were anticipated before the Byzantine Dark Ages. 

Until the fifties of the last century. it was firmh beüeved that, in contrast to the mediaeval West, 
urban Life in Byzantium contmued uninterrupted from the early period. with üttle transíormation over 
the centuries. Administratrve changes and Christianity had, of course, modified many ancient urban m- 
stitutions and architectural features. but the overall picture then obtaining was that of contwuity m the 
social and economic structure of the cities of the early Byzantine centuries. This v«rw was so firmh rooted 
in scholarh tradition. that. although scholarh debate dunng the second half of the twenticth century 
on profound transíormation of urban Life in the Byzantine Dark Ages produced severa! remarkaMe

Tbe ímpetus for a oew direction tn approaches to Bvzantine urban htstory w as grven by A Kazh- 
dan in the. J950s,who íormulatcd the theory oí a drama tic urban decline in thc sescnlh and cighth cén¬ 
timo. Kachdan first discemed a change m urban lile in the decline oí senes oí coins of the seventh and 
cighth centuncs in museum collcctioas. He also pointed to the lack of archaeological cvidcncc from 
these centunes at most cacas ated sites, v» hich certainly indícales a poverty of material life and decline 
in urban structures He also dresv aucptton to thc .Arable sourccs that offer a dtrect testimonv to the rar- 
itv oí Byzanune aties in this penad.' Ón the basis of this esidencc. he concluded that thc decline of the 
urban systcm in the earlv Middie Ages ssas related lo a ruralization of thc ctnpire.* This theory sug- 
gested that By zantium and tts cities had undergone a radtcally neis structural changc: the earlter hcav- 
ih urbanizcd pros mees of the Eastem part of thc Román emptre nos» suffered a decline and assumed 
a ces» rural cbaracter According to this picturc, when Byzantine cities re-appeared in the histórica! 
record in the tenth century. they had acquired a nesv sodo-economic and admimstrative stnicture. This 
tbeorv. resolutionary as it ssas for Byzantine scholarship. shifted the focus from urban admimstrative 
and religious change to change in economic and social structures. It also pointed to thc valué of nesv ev- 
tdence dertved from coins, thus opening thc svay to an cxploration of archaeological material, w hich 
had bcen tradmonally exeluded from histoncal investiga tion. 

Kazhdan s theory wa» not challenged immediatelv. Instead. it prosoked an analysis of the histori- 
ographicai sources. Fouryears later. at the Xlth International Byzantine Congress. E Karslcn present- 
ed aspeas of thc changmg character of the cutes from thc caris Bszuntioe penod and str'esscd their 
mediaeval stmaure.* He discussed methodological approaches to the studv of Bvzantine urbanism 
and referred to the sartous sourccs that still needed explorat.on. This analysis seas complemented by D
